Mr. Pnoley moved tho aiUiplion of the 
report of tlio Kootenay railway bill. 

i^Ir. Heaven propoaed to strike out sec- 
tions 9, 10 and 11 and to aubslituto two 
sections in lieu thereof in order to make 
the matter clearer. He thought tho honso 
had butter go into coniniittoo. .Section 
10 would make section Jl as follows: 

'•The roinpany shall lay out, construct, 
acquire, Imild, equip, maintain, and work 
a continuou.H line of railway from tho 
wostern outlet of Kootenay lake through 
tho Selkirk ranga of mountains to a point 
on tho Columbia rivor as near us practi- 
cable til the junction of tho Kootenay with 
the Coluiiibia river in LSritish Columbia; 
and such railway shall bo built either upon 
tho broad or narrow gauge, and be known 
as the Columbia and Kootenay Itail- 
way. " 

Hon, ftfr, Davio said tho company 
should carry not only their own ores but 
that of othi.-r people and if i\Ir, Beaven's 
.-ilieratiou was carried out that would not 

be the case. 

111. 11. Mr. Sniithe said ho ogreed with 
Mr. Heaven itiat it would bo as well tu go 
into eotiuiiittee. 

Mr. Pooley said all the .sections of the 
bill must be taken together to be rightly 
undoistood.

Tiie apetiker intimated that Mr. Orr was 
not speaking t.i the moti'in.

Noilliern Pacific railway and that was the 
natural outlet.

Mt. Davie thonglil the language of the | 
clause was vogue. He had boon told tlioro 
were throe outlets to the Inko though ho 
believed there was only one. 

.Mr. Heaven contended that Kootenay 
river ran into Kootenay lake, on the lu.ap 
ai least. What they wished was to have 
the railway built from the Wealern side 
of the lake to Kootenay river. 

Mr. Grant .said there was only one out- 
let to the lake. 

It was moved in amcndmetit tho woni 
"western" bo struck out. Carried. 

The elaiiac M amended was then 
passed. 

Mr. I'lOtivon moved that aection 11 be 
struck out and tho following substitiitod : 
"Tho company shall acquire, build, equip, 
maintain, run, and navigate a lino of 
stoamois suitable for pasaongoraiid freight 
tratlic, and other vessels upon tho Co- 
lumbia river, to and fro, from the point 
on the Columbia river where the Colum- 
bia and Kootenay railway from Kootenay 
lake tonninatos, to that point on the woat 
bank thereof where tho Canadian Pacific 
laiUvay shall strike the said river and 
cross the saino near the Eagle Pass; or in 
the event of the Canadian Pacific railway 
not eroasing the Columbia river to the 
point where a wagon road or railway from 
Shuswap lake to the Columbia river termi- 
natoa thereon.

Sootenay BUI. 

(Yale SBiitincl, April 12.) 

Wo have been favored with a copy of 
tho abovo bill as it haa boon amended in 
oommittee of tho whole — and moat of the 
objectionable features of tho first Act 
seem to be erased from it. Wo will 
briolly enumerate tho changes which 
have boon made: — 

Ist. 'The original demand of the com- 
pany for a million and a half of acres of 
land haa been cut down to aeven hundred 
and fifty thoua.und acroo. 

2nd. .Ml tho rights of free miners to 
mine for tho procio.ia niotals areas full 
as if the laiida were crown lands. Placer 
ininoa or gold and silver-bearing (|uartz, 
can always be searched for and worked by 
anyone holding a miuing license. 

3rd. All the lands are to be survoyod 
by tho company, and as fast as thia is 
done peraona can buy the landa of tho 
governmout and get their crown granta at 
once. Tho aurve\'3 on the Kootenay 
lake aro to bo completed next year, and 
the roinaiiiing luiuls selected by the cont- 
pany aro to be doaignutoil aa f.aat as pos- 
sible, everything to be completed in 1887. 

4th. .\fter a term of five years all the 
company's hinds aro subject to a tax, 
which at present rates of ta.xatioii will 
yield over 837,000 a year to tho revenuo 
of the province. 

5tli. The lands, inatoad of being taken 
in small sections of one mile in width, 
aro to be selected in altornato soctiona of 
six miles square, thus leaving each altor- 
nato aoction of such size that it will bo of 
greater value to the govoriimont. 

(ith. .Ill tolls and rates of freight on 
the railroad, etc. , to bo the same for 
largo and small shippers, and if they are 
loo high the logialaturu of British Colum- 
bia can cut them down to a reasonable 
rate. 

7th. Tho company aro not entitled to a 
single dollar from sales and lenses of land, 
until tlioir entire works are finished, and 
cannot got an acre of land until thoir full 
ooiiipliaiice with the terina uf the act. 

Sth. A strip uf fifteen miles in length 
on tho Kootenay river, is not to bo in- 
cluded in the reserve. This strip, wo are 
informed, includes all the agricultural 
land in tho entire length of the reserva- 
tion. 

With Iheao anieiulmonts wo think that 
tho bill will moot with approval ia the 
country. The promoters of tho company 
have offered to tho government to make 
a wagon road from Shuawap lake to the 
Columbia rivor during the present aeaaon, 
and had oti'orcd to the governmont full 
and satisfactory bonds, viz., tho Bank of 
Britiah Columbia to complete the work. 
Aa a payment for this, they will take jptiO,- 
000 in land at the government price. A 
bill for the conatructioii of thia road is 
being prepared for the government. 

With those safeguards, wo think that 
tho bill will bo 11 benefit tu tlio country, 
and eapecially to the Yule district, antl 
we fool thankful that tho satisfactory 
forns of the act h.as boon tho result of 
the action of the Yalo and Lillooet mom- 
bors. As it was originally brought in 
no one could have supported it a moment. 

The Kootenay bill haa boon the cause 
of two public moBtings in Victoria, and 
considerable discusaion haa taken place. 
The Colonist thinks tho friends of the 
Kootenay bill have nothing to fear from 
the meetings ao far held.
